“To be or not to be” is still
the question which faces the
.year-old Fern Elementary
hool, 1314 Fern Ave., despite
the fact that bids for Tehabilie
tation of the buildings were
opened last week.

Lowest bid for the rehabili-
tation was about $45,000 higher
than the amount allotted by
the state for the job. The Hight
Construction Co., Los Angeles,
lowest of seven bidders, set
$281,000 as the cost of earth-
quake-proofing and moderniz-
ing the structure.
